Claims 1-33 are pending.

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III. Claims 26 and 28-33, drawn to a method of dephosphorylatlon of a 
substrate by a protein tyrosine phosphatase, classified in class 435, 
subclass 196. 

IV. Claims 27-33, drawn to drawn to a method of identifying an agent that 
regulates dephosphorylatlon of a detectable substrate by a protein 
tyrosine phosphatase, classified in class 435, subclass 196. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions l-IV are patentably distinct from each other because they have 
different effects and utilities. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. Because these 
inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
